Academic 
work, field trips, study time, 
athletic events, and concerts 
mark but a few of the many 
facets of the daily program.

Excitement, joy, disappoint- 
ment—all are an integral part of sports. 
Victory and defeat are meted out daily 
as students compete in P.E. and on the 


varsity playing field.
